WILMINGTON - After nearly 
a year of community events and 
fundraisers, the 275th 
Anniversary Committee is 
ready for this Saturday’s grand 
parade. 

“The hour is here,” Committee 
Chairman Jack Cushing told 
Wilmington’s Board of 
Selectmen on Monday night. 
“And today I found out that 
we’ve got enough money to 
cover it.” 

All of the events leading up to 
this weekend were designed to 
provide the funds necessary to 
put on a top notch parade. 

“We tried to offer something 
for everyone in our fundraising 
events so that we wouldn’t have 
to go out begging for money,” 
Cushing said. “We had some 
tremendous successes and 
some not-so successful events. 
The Frank Kelley Roast and 
our car show were homeruns.” 
The parade will begin at 2:00 
p.m. on Sunday, September 
18th. It will start at Wilmington 
Center and will march down 
Church Street past the Town 
Commons and into North 
Wilmington, ending at 355 
Middlesex Avenue in front of 
RMA Fitness Center. 

Route 62, from Shady Lane to 
Main Street will be closed to 
accommodate the parade. 
Detours will be established and 
well marked. A sign at the 
intersection of Middlesex 
Avenue and High Street will

Clean-up 
method not 
effective

WILMINGTON - The firm of Woodard & 
Curran is second-guessing the remediation plan 
it had previously implemented for the contami- 
nated site located at 79 McDonald Road. 

The property at 79 McDonald Road is situated 
right on the Tewksbury town line and is con- 
nected to the Sutton Brook Disposal Area (com- 
monly referred to as Rocco’s Landfill) in 
Tewksbury by a dirt road. In 1999, on the basis 
of an anonymous tip, the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) located numerous buried drums on the 
property. Beginning in May of 2000, and con- 
tinuing through the following November, 
approximately 700 50-gallons drums were

Billerica man Med- 
flighted from scene 
of single-car acci- 
dent

WILMINGTON - A Billerica 
man was seriously injured in a 


single vehicle accident on 
Shawsheen Avenue Monday 


evening. 
Just before 10:00 p.m. Monday 
night, Michael Balba, 20, 


struck a telephone pole in the 
vicinity of 167 Shawsheen 
Avenue with his Chevrolet 
Blazer. The impact split the 
pole in two and the vehicle 
went on to strike a sizeable tree 
approximately 15-feet beyond 
the pole with enough force to 
knock it over. 

There were no witnesses to 
the accident, but soon after a 
motorist came across the 
downed power lines and spotted 
Balba’s vehicle off of the road 
and in the woods. The Good 
Samaritan from Wilmington 
called 911 and stayed with 
Balba and kept him talking 
until emergency personnel 
arrived. Balba retained con- 
sciousness throughout the 
ordeal.

TEWKSBURY - On a beauti 
ful, sunny September morning, 
much like the morning of 
September 11, 2001, Tewksbury 
dedicated its very. own 9-11 
Memorial to honor those who 
lost their lives during the ter- 
rorist attacks. Special honor 
was given to the two Tewksbury 
residents whose lives were 
stolen lives on that day, Péter 
Hashem and Peter Gay. 


Several thousand people gath- 
ered together on the grounds of 
Tewksbury Public Library to 
remember and to celebrate the 
lives of those who perished. 
The Kevin © Barry Irish 
American Pipe and Drum Band 
escorted the Tewksbury Fire 
Department and Police 
Department up Main Street 
and to the Memorial for a pre- 
sentation of Colors and Honor 
Guard to begin the morning's 


dedication ceremony. 

Silence fell over the crowd as 
bagpipers played a moving ren- 
dition of “Amazing Grace.” 
Then, as one lone bagpiper’s 
music faded into the distance, 
the last words of the song were 
silently sung. 

Co-Chair and “visionary” 
Fred Simon told the crowd that 
the memorial was to honor the 
two gentlemen from

Dr. Ferris was very pleased by 
the results of the fifteen 
juniors/seniors in the United 
States AP History test, the 
twenty seven juniors/seniors in 
the AP Biology exam, the one 
senior in AP English 
age/Composition — test,

English 
ature/Composition — test, 
the forty five juniors/seniors in 
the AP Calculus test, and the 
one senior in the AP 
Psychology test. 

Fifteen out of fifteen students 
passed the AP United States 
History Exam.

‘Twenty-four out of the twenty- 
seven students passed the AP 
Biology exam. Six received the 
highest score of “5”, eight 
received the second highest 
score of “4”, ten received the 
score of “3' for college academ- 
ic credit. Three received scores 
of “2” and “1” which are not 
high enough to receive college 
credit. 

One out of one student passed 
the AP English  Lan- 
guage/Composition exam with 
the highest score of “5”, 

Nine out of the eleven stu- 
dents passed the English 
Literature/Composition exam. 
Six received the highest score 
of “5”, two received the second 
best score of “4”, and one 
received the passing score of 
“3”. Two students received 
scores of “2” and “1” which are 
not high enough to receive col- 
lege credit. 

Forty-two students out of 


forty-five passed the AP 
Calculus exam, Twenty-seven 
received the highest score of 
“5”, seven received the next 
best score of “4”, and eight 
received a score of “3” for col- 
lege credit. Three students 
received scores of “2” and “1 
which are not high enough to 
receive college credit. ‘ 

One out of one student passed 
the AP Psychology exam with 
the highest score of “Y”. 

Dr. Ferris states that these 
outstanding achievements in 
the AP tests are a result of the 
dedication and professionalism 
of all of the teachers at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School. He is especially proud 
of the AP teachers and their 
efforts on behalf of the stu- 
dents.

For those of you who grew up in 
the fifties and sixties and had an 
older sibling, this will sound 
familiar. For those of you who 
are of Italian extraction and 
grew up in the fifties and sixties 
and had an older sibling, this will 
sound very, very familiar. 

I grew up in an Italian neigh- 
borhood. I've tried many times to 
explain to my daughters just 
what it meant to be brought up 
by Italian parents in an Italian 
neighborhood. I remember 
when my girls were younger and 
going through their individual 
identity crisis. My younger 
daughter wanted to dress like 
Mad6nha - five years earlier, her 
sister thought it would be great 
to wear her hair as wide as her 
shoulder pads and make-up near- 
ing the lead singer from KISS. 
On each of these occasions, | told 
them if they could get past their 
grandparents, they could wear 
whatever they wanted. They 
thought they had it made, after 
all, Nina and Pa always gave 
them everything they wanted. (It 
always slayed me how my par- 
ents were when it came to my 
daughters. Where the heck were 
these two people when I was 
growing up?) 

But, thank God, old habits die 
hard. My mother was first, “Is 
that how you were brought up? 
You don't really want to look like 
that, do you? Come upstairs, 
take off those ridiculous earings 
and Nina will give you some nice 
pearls that you can wear with 
that outfit.” 

I watched the same look come 
over each of my daughter's faces 
when it was their time to get the 
lecture. The look was something 
between a trapped mouse and an 
ad for a horror movie. Their 
eyes darted from side to side as 
they backed up looking for a way 
out. But there was none. I could 
have told them that. 

“T’ll take you to Betty, my hair- 
dresser, she'll fix your hair nice.” 
Batting her thick black lashes 
then hugs and kisses and a big 
smile as she would continue, 
“You wouldn't want people to 
think you are something you're 
not, now would you?” 

My Dad would be next at bat, 
“You know how much Pa loves 
you, but if that’s all you think of 
yourself then the family has 
failed. Your grandmother and I 


didn’t let your mother dress any 


way she wanted and we don't 
expect you to either.” 

Then my mother’s last shot, 
“But it’s your life - do what you 
want. We don't want to inter- 
fere.” Bingo! There were the 
parents that I grew up with! J 
knew they were in there some- 
where! I fully expected my moth- 
er to pull out the big guns, “What 
if you got hit by a bus?” She used 
to use this one to make sure my 
brothers changed their undies. 
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suspenders. Without smiles on 
their faces, it wasn’t exactly the 
family Christmas card. 

They were, without a doubl, a 
strong people, stronger than I 
will ever be. 

It is unimaginable to consider 
living their life. Homes were 
insulated with whatever could 
be found, newspapers, corn- 
cobs. And the source of heat 
was a stove in the kitchen. I 
can only conclude that a 
Minnesota or New England 
winter would be a dreaded sea- 
son 

No indoor plumbing, maybe a 
pump in the kitchen for water, 
otherwise trips the creek with 
buckets, and no heat. Of course 
1 wouldn't have known any dif- 
ferent had I lived in those 
times, but I think I would have 
been one cranky early settler. 
Not to mention, you had to plan 
for food seasons in advance. 

When I think of the luxuries of 
my modern conveniences, what 


bothers me most about thése 
times is hygiene. I bath dally, 
as do most people I know. My 
kids need to be scrubbed affer 
playing in the yard for an hdur. 

I don't know for sure, bat I 
doubt anyone would be in fof a 
dip in the creek in February, 
even if “Pa” chipped a hple 
through the ice. And I'm sure 
to fill a tub up with water was 
quite an undertaking. There's 
the issue of water. If you were 
fortunate enough to have it rain- 
ning in the house, it didn't 
come out hot. 

God must have known I vis- 
n't cut out for that, he decided 
to send me into the world once 
the electricity was connec 
and I could reheat in the 
microwave. a 

Yes, I know the reason I 
watch. To be thankful for iny 
life, and to remember fhe 
strength of a people who krfpw 
what it took to survive, and to

My parents were born in 
America but their parents came 
from Italy. It seems my parents 
retained all the “old school” ways 
of rearing children that they 
themselves had rebelled against 
in their youth. Hmm...it's the 
same thing my kids accuse me 
of. 

Italian parents in the fifties and 
sixties tried very hard to keep 
their little girls good. They knew 
guilt worked and they used it as 
an artist uses color, just the right 
amount at just the right time to 
make sure you had ....absolutely 
no fun at all. I remember being 
a sophomore in high school and 
having to be home when the 
street lights came on. Now let’s 
see, school got out at 2:15. If I 
was not in the door by 2:45, my 
mother was in her car out look- 
ing for me, homework took about 
two hours, then dinner and the 
dishes, which left me about twen- 
ty minutes of carefree frivolity 
before the street lights came on. 

I’m sure many of you remem- 
ber a neighborhood where every 
body owned everybody else's 
child.

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The oldest Wilmington 


Wilmington, Massachusetts at 
250 is the oldest Wilmington in 
the United States. Although, not 
the oldest community to bear 
the name Wilmington, this town 
has held the name longer than 
any of its namesakes. But it 
seems that although the other 
Wilmingtons are named after 
Wilmington, Massachusetts, 
chronologically, none of them 
are named for it. 

The name comes from the Earl 
of Wilmington, Spencer 
Compton, a British baron at the 
time that Wilmington was found- 
ed. It would be nice to be able to 
report that he was a first-rate 
prime minister, but he was not. 
The (British) Dictionary of 
National Biography offers the 
assessment, “Wanting in deci- 
sion, and possessing but very 
ordinary abilities, he was nei- 
ther suited to become a leader 
of men nor a framer of mea- 
sures.” 

Compton became speaker of 
the House of Commons in 1715. 
In 1728, he nearly became prime 
minister, under King George II, 
but the position went to the Earl 
of Walpole. In 1742, Walpole lost 
the position, and Wilmington 
finally became prime minister, 
He died in 1743 at the age of 70. 

Two other communities took 
the name Wilmington directly 
from the Earl of Wilmington, 
one in Delaware and the other in 
North Carolina. Other communi- 
ties named Wilmington are 
named after one or the other of 
those towns. 

Wilmington, Delaware is a 
much older community, but 
until 1731 was called Fort 
Christina. Founded by Swedes in 
1638, it was later owned by the 


Dutch and again by the Swedes, 
before becoming English. The 


name was changed to 
Willington, and then in 1739 to 
Wilmington. 


Wilmington, North Carolina 
was founded as New Liverpool, 
and became Wilmington in 1734. 

Wilmington, Vermont was 
founded in 1779. The source of 
its name is not known to this 
writer, 


Wilmington, New York, 
Wilmington, California (1857) 
and New Wilmington, 
Pennsylvania all took their 
names from Wilmington, 
Delaware. 


Wilmington, Ohio (1799) took 
it’s name from Wilmington, 
North Carolina, and 


Wilmington, Illinois (1854) took 
its name from the Ohio town. 

In addition to the communities 
named Wilmington, there are 
also a Lake Wilmington, a 
Wilmington Island and a 
Wilmington Mountain. The lake 
is in central Florida, the island 
off the coast of Georgia and the 
mountain in Wilmington, New 
York. 

Wilmington, New York is the 
home of the Ashworth Family, 
formerly of Church Street, 
Wilmington. Olympic bronze 
medal winner Jeanne Ashworth 
moved there after visiting the 
town several times while skating 
in competition at Lake Placid, 
long before the 1980 Olympics.

Horticultural Hints by the 
Wilmington Garden Club 


Summer is quickly coming to 
an end and it is now time to 
begin thinking about our Fall 
garden chores. If you're not 
quite ready to give up those 
beautiful blooms consider dry- 
ing them. You can do this by 
assembling your cuttings into 
small bundles and hanging 
them upside down in a dark, 
dry place or cover them with 
silica gel. After the flowers and 
stems have completely dried 
they can then be used to create 
beautiful wreaths, baskets, 
swags, etc. 

Things to keep in mind for 
the Fall. 

1) Plant spring bulbs. 

2) Move house plants inside 
(remember to treat with an 
insecticide first so you don’t 
bring any little pest into your 
home). 

3) After the first frost dig up 
summer bulbs, gladiolus for 
example. 

4) If your garden looked a lit- 
tle crowded this summer con- 
sider dividing some of your big- 
ger perennials. It is best to do 
this later in the day so new divi- 
sions are not subjected to direct 
sun light. Overcrowding of 
plants will result in less blooms 
and the possibility of disease.

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Tewksbury, and each and every 
one of the 2,973 who lost their 
lives. “The only thing they had 
done wrong was go to work, or 
go to visit their children,” he 
said. 

Two students from Tewksbury 
Memorial High School read 
essays written especially for 
the day. 

“Their stories are ones of 
overwhelming loss and out- 
standing strength,” read Caitlin 
Mason. 

As the family of Peter 
Hashem stood at the podium, 
wife Rita relived that day. Like 
nearly every other American, 
she sat glued to the television 
watching the news as it contin- 
ually re-played the footage of 
the planes crashing into the 
World Trade Center. 

“I didn’t realize I was watch- 
ing the death of my husband 
over and over and over.” 
Although Rita says that the 
pain will never leave, they must 
move forward, to take care of 
the loved ones left behind; her 
two sons, Christopher and 
Patrick. “My duty is to watch 
over them,” Rita said. 

Rita recalled a Lebanese say- 
ing, which states, “Those who 
bring children into the world 
will never die,” Rita said, quot- 
ing a Lebanese saying. “This is 
true in the case of Peter.” 

Telling the crowd that the 
memorial was written with the 
911 victims’ blood, Rita said, 
“(The Memorial) is an open 
book lying on the library 
grounds, waiting to be read.” 

Patrick Hashem, Peter's son, 
had not planned to speak dur- 
ing the dedication ceremony, 
but felt compelled to share his 
recollections of the day he lost 
his father. The night before his 
father was to board Flight 11, 
Patrick had watched the movie 
Castaway and had become con- 
vinced that his father’s plane 
would “also crash. The next 
morning he was reassured by 
his mother and set off for- 
school. That afternoon Rita

The program is open to resi- 
dents ages 60 and over depending 
on income level. Once a candi- 
date qualifies and is accepted 
into the program, funding for fuel 
assistance is not the only benefit 
provided.

During a public meeting in May 
of 2003, Woodard & Curran, the 
environmental consulting firm 
contracted by the property owner, 
announced its recommendation 
for a remedial action of 
Monitored Natural Attenuation 
(MNA). Local activists and area 
residents were opposed to the rec- 
ommmendation, describing MNA 
asa “do nothing” course of 
action. 

MNA does not provide for any 
proactive remediation, but 
instead allows Mother Nature to 
degrade the contaminants within 
the'soil and groundwater. The 
only: action taken by the environ- 
mental agency involved is that of 
monitoring the contaminant lev- 
els,

mate levels drop over a period of 


Ie ding to The Center for 
Health, Environment and Justice 
in Falls Church, Virginia, “The

EPA, include dispersion, dilution,

“The additional testing and data 
evaluation indicate that MNA is 
occurring at the Site but is not 
effectively reducing groundwater 
concentrations in a timely man- 
ner,” Capuano wrote.

Herb logged a good part of 
Wilmington, for white pine, while 
he was still a young fellow. He 
built dams in the Garden of Eden 
to float logs out in the spring 
floods. He also logged most of the 
land between Andover Street and 
the North Reading line. 

In 1906, he was on the building 
committee that built the 
Whitefield School — he testified 
about it in the Harriman Tannery 
trial in the early 1950's. In 1912, 
Herb was elected a selectman in 
Wilmington. 

He was a selectman twice, but 
not for long. In order to be a 
selectman, a person has to win a 
popularity contest, and Herb was 
too blunt, too honest to win that 
kind of a contest, but it probably 
made him a better selectman. 

It was in 1912, we think, that a 
man named Carter burned down 
his own barn, down near the 
Burlington line. 

Both the Wilmington and 
Burlington fire departments gal- 
loped over to put out the fire, but 
Carter was standing in the door- 
way with a rifle, threatening to 
shoot the first man who stepped on 
his property — so everybody just 
watched the barn burn down. 


ages throughout Wilmington.” 

‘The funds are available through 
the federal government. When

In-situ 
oxidation is a delivery of chemi- 
cal oxidants to contaminated soil. 
According to Eric Hultstrom, 
Woodard & Curran’s Project 
Manager for the site, the oxidants 
destroy contaminants by convert- 
ing them to innocuous com- 
pounds commonly found in 
nature. 

“These are big words to 
describe a fairly simple proce- 
dure,” Hultstrom said. “The 
whole process will be discussed in 
detail during next week’s public 
meeting and ‘the residents will 
have an opportunity to ask ques- 
tions.”

But Herb’s services weren't 
needed any more.

This made him the most valuable 
man to ever sit on the Wilmington 
Finance Committee, of which he 
was a member since its founding 
in 1925 right up to the day of his 
death in 1961 

Sometimes we suspected Herb 
made up the laws he quoted, but 
no one could ever quote him down, 
and he generally won the point, to 
the benefit of the taxpayers. 

About the time of World War II, 
the governor got the idea of build-

Wilmington High boys cross 
country coach Tom Bradley 
wasn’t kidding when he said 
that senior Sean McPherson

That said, Bradley is hoping 
that it’s McPherson who can 
get down to business and help 
the Wildcats this fall season.

The Critical Incident Stress 
Management teams that serve 
Massachusetts _ firefighters 
police, emergency medical per- 
sonnel and others have many 
tools at their hand to help in 
their work. Sometimes they 
hand out bottles of water and 
other times it is offering the 
use of a cell phone for a work- 
er involved in a critical inci- 
dent to call a loved one. 

At all times it is being on 
the site of the incident, 
whether it is the clean-up after 
the total destruction of a hurri- 
cane, such as Katrina, the 
man-made destruction of build- 
ings such as the World Trade 
Center, a marathon killing 
spree such as.the Edgewater 
Office incident in Wakefield, or 
the fatal fire such as the 
Worcester cold-storage ware- 
house where six firefighters 
lost their lives. The teams go in 
as soon as possible and work 
side by side with the firefight- 
ers, police and medical person- 
nel, always looking at the first 
responders and assessing how 
the situation is affecting them. 

Lieutenant John Brown a 
firefighter with the Wilmington 
Department; North Reading 
Fire Chief Ed O'Brien and 
retired Stoneham Fire Fighter 
Bill Dockery are all active 
members of the peer counsel- 
ing team. Dockery and Brown 
are two of the original mem- 
bers. 

According to Brown, when 
the teams arrive at a site, “We 
will do a needs assessment. We 
talk one on one with the ques- 
tion 'Is there anything you 
need that I can get for you?"”

The question is designed to 
illicit a response from the 
emergency worker.

Once that initial contact is 
made a conversation about 
what the emergency worker is 
experiencing might get started 
Sometimes there is still an ele- 
ment of suspicion. 

“Initially firefighters are not 
sure what we are doing,” 
Brown said. “We go in as fire- 
fighters from another depart- 


ment to talk to them. Hopefully 
we are still on good terms when 
we leaver.” . 

He noted, “A lot of times 
your calling card is the refer- 
ence to incidents we've 
responded to in the past. We ini- 
tially send in very experienced 
teams.” 

That is one reason why the 
Massachusetts teams are usu- 
ally the first to be called on. 
They are one of the oldest pro- 
grams in the country and after 
the Worcester warehouse fire 
they have provided the model 
for other states top start their 
own teams.

School is exciting - and a ~ 


bit scary - to first timers 
and older students, too

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Some children are excited 
on the eve of the first day 
of school, others are nerv- 
ous. Essentially, they’re 
feeling the same emotion, 
it’s just manifesting itself 
in different ways, says 
Catherine Hutter, pediatric 
psychologist at St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital. 

The kids who seem upset 
or nervous are probably ex- 
periencing mild separation 
anxiety — which is com- 
pletely normal, Hutter 
says. 

“Developmentally, we 
expect children to be able 
to separate as they get 
older. They weather sepa- 
ration anxiety at 2, again at 
kindergarten and it can 
happen older — especially 
if they’ve been with you all 
summer, it might come up 
again,” she explains. 

She adds: “The first day, 
seeing a new teacher and a 
new class, can be tough.” 

Two things parents can 
do to caJm nerves and help 
foster a pleasant transition 
are to help make them fa- 
miliar with the school and 
to get them to share their 
thoughts. 

“Talk about fears with 
kids,” Hutter, who special- 
izes in anxiety disorders, 
advises. “Some second 
graders will have legiti- 
mate issues. They might 
have heard a rumor about 
the second grade — either 
that second grade is really 
hard or that they should 
know multiplication when 
they walk in the door.” 

But, she cautions, while 
some apprehension is typi- 
cal, parents should note if 
the jitters seem out of sync 
with the child’s personality. 
If the reaction is new or 
much more severe than 


normal, it could be a sign 
of other things. 

“In that case, a child 
could be reacting to some- 
fing that happened in the 
family over the summer 
that leads to an unwilling- 


ness to leave the family or 
to venture out. The most 
obvious thing would be a di- 
vorce, and the child won- 
ders ‘Will mommy and 
daddy be OK?” 

Children take their cue 
from parents, says Hutter, 
who has 13- and 9-year-olds 
of her own. If parents seem 
to be stressed out, their 
children pick up on that 
“Don't talk about how much 
you’re going to miss them 
and how hard it'll be for 
you without them,” she 
says. 

Instead, make trips to 
the school playground with 
your children in the last 
days of the summer break. 
Most teachers start settin, 
up their classrooms a wee! 
or two ahead of time, and 
many welcome new stu- 
dents for a brief getting-to- 
know-you visit. “Visualiza- 
tion really helps. ... Try to 
find out the schedule of the 
day, what are lunches like. 
The more details kids have, 
the better,” Hutter says. 

Upcoming episodes of 
the children’s TV shows 
“Dragon Tales” and “Ses- 
ame Street” will deal with 
separation anxiety, putting 
familiar faces into situa- 
tions that the viewers them- 
selves will soon face. (The 
“Dragon Tales” episode 
called “Moving On” debuts 
on Aug. 22, and the “Ses- 
ame Street,” which features 
Shirley Jones as the 
teacher at Storybook Com- 
munity School, airs on Sept. 


5.) 
Children benefit from 


seeing their favorite char- 
acters navigate through 
problems, says Josh Daniel, 
co-executive producer and 
executive editor for the 
PBS Parents Guide to 
School, which launches 
Sept. 1 on the PBS Parents 
Web site. 


“From this content, kids 
take away the positive idea 
that ‘I can do it, too,”’ Dan- 
iel notes. 

It also helps if parents 
help children dissect back- 
to-school jitters into man- 
ageable pieces. If it’s the 
race against the clock in 


the morning that’s causing 
angst, try a few dry runs to 
work out any potential 
kinks before they really 
matter, Daniel says. 

And going to bed earlier , 
never hurts. “Not only will 
the children get more rest, 
but it will give you more 
talking time in the morning 
because you won’t be rush- 
ing around,” he says. 

Lawrence Cohen, a Bos- 
ton-area psychologist spe- 
cializing in children, also 
suggests parents play 
school with their soon-to-be 
students. “Pick up a doll or 
action figure and say “Bye, 
bye. I’m going to my new 
school,’ and see where that 
leads you.” 

How children deal with 
school separation has noth- 
ing to do with whether or 
not they’re well-adjusted 
and it’s certainly not an in- 
dicator of how well they’ll 
do in school, says Cohen, 
an adviser to the PBS Par- 
ents guide. He’s also the 
author of “Playful Parent- 
ing” (Ballantine). 

“In the early part of chil- 
dren’s lives, they’re busy 
building up a sense of 
safety with the people clos- 
est with them, and most 
children develop a pretty 
ztvong serie of safety. Chil- 
dren have to learn to ex- 
tend that sense of safety to 
the ney step when mom 
and da@aren’t there. Some 
kids will breeze through it 
and some will have a hard 
time with it,” he says. 

He also reminds parents 
to think like a child: Adults 
might know that the first 
day of school is just a few 
hours, but to young kids, 
especially those who can’t 
tell time, the school day 
could seem like it’s going to 
last forever! 

Parents should keep 
their own excitement in 
check.

“The superintendent said

bring the total number of 
students redistricted to eight. 
This, he added, would be suf- 
ficient to bring the class 
sizes at all schools to the 
desired level. 

“Troughton said the Valley 
Road parents were recently 
contacted and all have 
agreed to the move, albeit 
reluctantly for some. 

“'T really appreciate what 
they are doing,’ he said. ‘I 
understand the hardship this 
will place on some...”

-cer and Cambridge fire- 
fighter, started a statewide pro- 
gram with one peer leader from 
each of the eight districts 

“Our team became the only 
union based statewide team in 
the country,” Brown said. 

It soon started to grow as 
more peer leaders were added 
in the 1990's, However, because 
of the confidentiality and the 
sensitivity of the work the team 
was doing, it did not seek pub- 
licity. 

On December 3, 1999, public- 
ity sought out the teams. That 
was the date of the Worcester 
warehouse fire that took the 
lives of six-firefighters. 

“We reached out to the fire- 
fighters and the others who 


were fighting the fire,” Brown 
said, “and to their families. 

“Following Worcester the 
interest grew. We were able to 
form 11 teams statewide.” 

With the increased interest, 
and the increase in the numbers 
and types of people volunteer- 
ing for the training, the pro- 
gram became multi-jurisdic- 
tional. Each team, of 20 to 25 
people, has a police officer and 
EMS person, a member of the 
clergy, and a clinical worker. 

However, it is still union 
based and the teams are still 60 
to 70 percent firefighters. 

The teams are trained to 
perform interventions that 
range from one on one counsel- 
ing to more formal sessions. 
The design is to allow the emer- 
gency service personnel the 
ability to talk to a peer, who has 
shared the same experiences 


and not to have to seek out a 
doctor, who might understand 
all of the feelings involved. 

“The Worcester fire was obvi- 
ously greater than anything we 
had ever dealt with before,” 
Brown said. “It created a model 
for teams in other states to fol- 
low. 

Because of the size and scope 
of the response in Worcester, the 
model was immediately put in 
place after 9/11 when the World 
Trade Center attacks took place. 
It was also called into play in 
Rhode Island after the fatal 
nightclub fire in Warwick. 

“We are probably the most 
organized state to do this,” 
Brown. said, “that is why in 
Worcester, we did our own.” 

“We supplied over 100 fire- 
fighters to New York City,” 
Brown said. “We worked straight 
through to October 26, 2001. 

“To this day the guys at

Engine 201 in Brooklyn (where 
Brown was sent) have remained 
good friends.” 

With the aftermath of 
Katrina, the Teams will have two 
missions. The City of Boston has 
already sent a team to Louisiana 
and some of the statewide teams 
will be deployed within the next 
week. 

However, the secondary mis- 
sion will be to respond to the 
needs of emergency personnel 
returning to Massachusetts 
from aiding in the efforts down 
south. According to Brown, 
teams are now only allowed to 
be on the scene for eight days 
and then they must be relieved 
by another team if necessary. 

Again this is due to experi- 
ence. It has been noticed that

WILMINGTON 

Celebration of the One Hundred 
and Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Town, and Sixth Annual E bition 
of the Farmers and Mechanics 
Club. 

The Town of Wilmington was 
incorporated September 25, 1730, 
and Saturday last was its one hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary, which 
was celebrated by citizens of the 
town, in connection with the sixth 
annual exhibition of the Wilmington 
Farmers and Mechanics Club. The 
day was one of the finest, and there 
was a large number of people pres- 
ent. The forenoon was devoted 
more especially to the exhibition of 
the Club. The anniversary exercises 
occupied the afternoon. 

THE FAIR 

As heretofor, the exhibition of 
agricultural and mechanical prod- 
ucts was in the Town Hall, and we 
don't think for the size of the exhi- 
bition, we have ever seen a finer 
display of vegetables and fruit than 
was offered there. The finest col- 
lection of vegetables was exhibited 
by Mr. William Johnson, one of the 
Woburn Selectmen, among which 
was a very fine large Hubbard 
squash, bearing on and growing 
into it the names of “Hancock” and 
“English,” This collection not being 
raised within the limits of the town 
of Wilmington, was excluded from 
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on’s 150th anniversary 


the competition for the prize by the 
rules of the Club. ‘ 

Among other remarkable prod- 
ucts were some very large onions, 
raised in Spain, and presented for 
exhibition by Sheldon Sargent. Any 
one of these, in our judgement, 
would go round for an ordinary 
family, at dinner. 

Among the novelties in agricultur- 
al products were some very fine 
looking peanuts, raised by Charles 
W. Swain, and some very fine sweet 
potatoes raised by H. A. Sheldon 

There were many exhibits worthy 
of special notice, and did not our 
space forbid. 

The display of the household man- 
ufactures, also needle work, was 
excellent and there was a pretty 
display of flowers. 

The premiums awarded for the 
various articles exhibited included 
prizes of fifty cents, one dollar and 
one dollar and fifty cents and were 
awarded in many and varied cate- 
gories including: 

Fruit, vegetables, seed grain, 
bread, butter, flowers, works of art 
and pictures, mechanical produc- 
tions, household manufacturers, 
and needle work, prepared fruits, 
pickles, honey, working oxen, milk 
cows and many others. 

Among the prize winners were H. 
Allen Sheldon who won $1.50 for the 
best collection of apples; Horace 
Sheldon for the second best plate of 


pears; Silas Brown for the best col- 
lection of cranberries; Levi Swain, 
Jr. who had the best judged bushel 
of potatoes; Henry Sheldon the best 
sweet corn; Mrs. Harvey Beard for 
the best rye and Indian bread. 

Daniel Upton was awarded an 
unusual $2.00 prize for his best 
specimens of six pounds of butter; 
Julia Parker exhibited what was 
considered the best bouquet of wild- 
flowers; and Maggie Coles won the 
second spot for her pencil drawings. 
The best specimens of carpenter 
work were judged to be those of 
WS. Marsh and J. Clifford Pearson. 

Winners in the household manu- 
factures and needle work category 
included among others Mrs. Horace 
Eames, Mrs. Thomas Bond, Mrs. 
Frank Avery, Mrs. Edward Eames, 
Mrs. Charles 0. Young; Caroline 
Buck, Anna T. Sheldon (best motto 
under age 12); Maud Taylor and 
Agusta Eames. 

Mrs. F M. Carter was considered 
to have displayed the best collection 
of prepared fruits, pickles, and 
honey and Horace Sheldon was 
awarded a $2.00 prize for is fine 
pair of working oxen. 

Shortly after nine o'clock the 
Woburn Brass Band with the com- 
petitors, judges, and all others 
interested, proceeded to the 
grounds of Otis Carter, about half a 
mile from the center of the village, 
where the Ploughing match took 


place. There were but four competi- 
tors, viz.: - Horace Sheldon, W. H. 
Carter, 2nd, Fred S. White, and Alex 
Weir. The ploughing was well done, 
and at the conclusion all returned 
to the centre, where the band fur- 
nished music. There was the usual 
amount of side shows and itinerant 
venders of notions. 

At 12 o'clock dinner was served in 
the vestry of the church. There was 
a large crowd to feed, which occu- 
pied considerable time. 

ANNIVERSARY SERVICES 

The Anniversary services com- 
menced in the Church after dinner. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Mr. H. Allen Sheldon, President of 
the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Club, 
who stated that on this occasion, it 
being the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the town the club 
would forego their usual exercises , 
and the announcing of premiums, in 
order that the anniversary exercis- 
es might proceed at once. He intro- 
duced Lemuel C. Eames, Esq. as 
President of the day. 

Mr. Eames, on taking the chair, 
made a few remarks appropriate to 
the occasion, and introduced Dr. 
Daniel D. March, pastor of the 
Congregational Church of Woburn, 
to conduct the devotional exercises, 
which consisted of reading selec- 
tions from the scriptures, singing 
two verses of a hymn by Dr. 
Leonard Bacon, of New Haven, 


commencing “OA God, beneath 
whose guiding hand Our exalted 
fathers crossed the sea,” and 
prayer. 

Rey, Daniel P. Noyes, pastor of the 
Wilmington Church, then delivered 
an historical address, presenting 
many reminiscences of the olden 
time, from the incorporation of the 
town, and down to the present time. 
The reason presented for the sepa- 
ration of that part of Woburn, now 
Wilmington, from the mother town, 
was on account of the desire of the 
inhabitants to enjoy religious wor- 
ship with less inconvenience of 
travel, and the unwillingness of 
Woburn to build a Meetinghouse for 
the accommodation of that portion 
of the town. 

Ex-Governor George S. Boutwell 
was next introduced. He made a few 
appropriate remarks, alluding to 
Wilmington as the birth place of his 
father. 

Mr. Nathan Wyman, Post Master 
of Woburn, was called upon to 
respond for the mother town. He 
spoke’ briefly, and occupied a short 
time in reading some interesting 
extracts from the first volume of 
the Records of the Town of Woburn. 

Solon Bancroft, Esq., of Reading, 
responded for that town, a portion 
of which was taken to form the town 
of Wilmington. Ex-Governor Thos. 
Talbot, of Billerica, also addressed 


the meeting.

The oldest 


Wilmington, Massachusetts at 275 is the 
oldest Wilmington in the United States. 
Although, not the oldest community to 
bear the name Wilmington, this town has 
held the name longer than any of its 
namesakes. But it seems that although the 
other Wilmingtons are named after 
Wilmington, Massachusetts, chronologi- 
cally, none of them are named for it. 

The name comes from the Earl of 
Wilmington, Spencer Compton, a British 
baron at the time that Wilmington was 
founded. It would be nice to be able to 
report that he was a first-rate prime min- 
ister, but he was not, The (British) 
Dictionary of National Biography offers 
the assessment, “Wanting in decision, and 
possessing but very ordinary abilities, he 
was neither suited to become a leader of 
men nor a framer of measures.” 

Compton became speaker of the House 
of Commons in 1715. In 1728, he nearly 
became prime minister, under King 
George II, but the position went to the 
Earl of Walpole. In 1742, Walpole lost the 
position, and Wilmington finally became 
prime minister. He died in 1743 at the age 
of 70. 

Two other communities took the name 
Wilmington directly from the Earl of 
Wilmington, one in Delaware and the 
other in North Carolina, Other communi- 
ties named Wilmington are named after 
one or the other of those towns. 

Wilmington, Delaware is a much older

community, but until 1731 was called Fort 
Christina. Founded by Swedes in 1638, it 
was later owned by the Dutch and again 
by the Swedes, before becoming English. 
The name was changed to Willington, and 
then in 1739 to Wilmington. 

Wilmington, North Carolina was founded 
as New Liverpool, and became 
Wilmington in 1734. 

Wilmington, Vermont was founded in 
1779. The source of its name is not known 
to this writer. 


Wilmington, New York, Wilmington, « 


California (1857) and New Wilmington, 
Pennsylvania all took their names from 
Wilmington, Delaware. 

Wilmington, Ohio (1799) took it’s name 
from Wilmington, North Carolina, and 
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Wilmington
